It  gives  us  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  great  pleasure  to 
present  our  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  of  1971. 

Reorganisation  of  the  Health  Services  will  in  the  near  future  be 
implemented;  this  will  unify  the  present  tripartite  system  comprising 
theLocal  Authority  Health  Services,  Hospital  Services,  and  Executive 
Council  Services,  under  one  Area  Health  Authority.  The  date  of 
implementation  is  April  1st,  197^,  simultaneously  with  Reorganisation 
of  Local  Government.  The  success  of  these  new  authorities  will  depend 
on  the  preparation,  enthusiasm  and  diligence  of  all  concerned  now  and 
after  April,  197^. 

The  Social  Services  Act  1970  was  implemented  in  April,  1971  and 
brought  the  social  care  of  the  deprived  child,  the  adult  handicapped  (both 
mentally  and  physically)  and  the  elderly  under  the  new  Social  Services 
Department  of  the  County  Council.  Thus  this  new  department  has  taken 
over  the  functions  of  the  Children's  and  Welfare  Department  of  the  County 
Council  in  toto  and  also  certain  functions  of  the  County  Health  Department, 
namely  the  Home  Help  and  Mental  Welfare  Services. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for 
your  help  and  guidance.  We  also  thank  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  Officers  for  their  assistance  and 
support.

There  were  123  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  116  in  1970;  a 
6 % increase  in  total  deaths.  The  crude  death  rate  was  13.7  per  1",000 
population  which  after  adjustment  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
the  population  gives  a corrected  death  rate  of  12.3  compared  with  11.5 
for  1970  and  11.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  in  persons  over  75  years  of  age  accounted  for  53%  (6l)  of 
the  total  deaths. 

65  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  this 
is  56%  of  the  total  deaths.  Ischaemic  heart  disease  was  the  largest 
single  cause  of  death  accounting  for  25  deaths  followed  closely  by 
cerebrovascular  disease  which  caused  21  deaths. 

Diseases  which  have  been  associated  with  cigarette  smoking, 
namely  ischaemic  heart  disease  (25),  cancer  of  the  lung  (3)  and  chronic 
bronchitis  and  emphysema  (5)  caused  33  deaths  compared  with  42  deaths 
in  1970*  It  is  pleasing  to  record  this  reduction,  but  these  diseases 
have  caused  over  a quarter  ( 28%)  of  the  total  deaths.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  a further  reduction  in  deaths  from  these  diseases  will  occur 
in  future  years. 

Malignant  disease  caused  a total  of  21  deaths,  5 more  than  in 
1970.  Of  these  21  deaths,  14  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65 
years  but  of  the  remainder  3 were  in  persons  aged  55“64  years,  3 in 
persons  aged  45-54  (all  due  to  cancer  of  the  breast)  and  one  in  a young 
man  in  15-24  year  age  group. 

Pneumonia  caused  10  deaths  all  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years. 
Bronchitis  and  emphysema  caused  5 deaths  all  but  one  in  persons  over  the 
age  of  65  years.  Asthma  caused  one  death  in  a young  man.  In  recent 
years  there  has  been  an  increase  in  sudden  deaths  in  asthmatics  and  this 
is  thought  to  be  associated  with  the  use  of  inhalers.  All  asthmatics 
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who  use  inhalers  are  urged  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  instructions  and 
not  to  exceed  the  recommended  dose. 

Peptic  ulcer  and  other  diseases  of  the  digestive  tract  caused  3 
deaths  all  in  men  over  the  age  of  65  years. 

Enlarged  prostate  gland  caused  one  death  in  a man  over  75  years 
of  age. 

3 deaths  were  caused  by  disease  of  the  musculo-skeletal  system  and 
3 deaths  including  a young  girl  to  ill  defined  conditions. 

There  were  5 accidental  deaths  and  2 suicides, of  the  5 accidental 
deaths,  2 were  the  result  of  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  3 to  other 
accidents. 

Maternal  Mortality 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  giving  a maternal 
mortality  of  nil. 

Stillbirths 


There  were  3 stillbirths  in  1971 > giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  21 
per  thousand  total  births  compared  with  8 for  1970  and  12  for  England 
and  Wales.  One  stillbirth  was  due  to  a congenital  abnormality  which 
was  incompatible  with  life.  The  other  2 stillbirths  were  due  to 
toxaemia  and  obstructed  labour  and  were  thus  theoretically  avoidable 
particularly  the  latter. 

Neonatal  Deaths 


There  were  2 deaths  in  babies  under  4 wee ks  of  age  giving  a 
neonatal  mortality  of  14  per  thousand  live  births  compared  with  nil  in 
1970  and  12  for  England  and  Wales. 

One  death  was  due  to  prematurity  and  the  other  to  a congenital 
abnormality. 

Infant  Deaths 


There  were  3 deaths  in  infants  under  12  months  of  age,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  21  compared  with  l8  for  England  and  'Wales  and 
nil  for  1970.  Two  of  the  deaths  were  in  infants  under  4 weeks  of  age 
and  are  included  in  the  neonatal  deaths  above  and  the  third  death  was 
accidental  in  a baby  of  3 months  following  inhalation  of  stomach  contents. 

Perinatal  Mortality 

The  3 stillbirths  and  2 deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  give  a 
combined  perinatal  mortality  of  35  per  thousand  total  births  compared 
with  8 for  1970  and  22  for  England  and  Wales.

The  total  number  of  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases  was  40 
compared  with  206  in  1970.  All  but  2 of  the  cases  were  measles. 

In  May,  1971  an  explosive  outbreak  of  epidemic  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting  occurred  in  a primary  school  in  the  area,  with  40  known 
cases  amongst  the  children  and  staff.  Stringent  measures  were  instituted 
in  the  school  and  no  further  cases  occurred.  During  investigation  of 
this  outbreak,  no  causative  organism  was  identified,  but  one  child 
carrier  of  dysentery  was  detected  whose  parents  were  involved  in  the 
catering  trade.  The  family  were  investigated  and  found  negative  and 
the  infection  in  the  child  resolved  without  treatment.  No  further  causes 
of  dysentery  occurred.

year. 

BRUCELLOSIS 


One  human  case  of  brucellosis  was  reported  during  the  year, 
compared  with  2 cases  in  1970.  This  case  was  in  a young  man  whose 
work  involved  visiting  a large  number  of  farms.  The  cattle  on  the 
farms  with  which  he  had  most  contact  were  checked  and  found  to  be  free 
of  infection,  but  due  to  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  date  of  onset  of  the 
disease  and  the  large  number  of  farms  involved  it  was  not  possible 
to  trace  the  sorce  of  infection  with  any  certainty. 

The  County  Public  Health  Inspector  maintained  three  monthly 
sampling  schedule  of  producer  retailers.  Further  investigations  of 
suspected  herds  confirmed  that  2 herds  were  infected  with  Brucellosis, 

6 less  than  last  year.  This  decrease  is  gratifying  and  may  be 
attributed  to  the  increasing  number  of  accredited  herds  in  the  district 
and  to  the  increasing  awareness  of  farmers  to  the  insidious  and 
economically  damaging  effects  of  this  disease  in  cattle,  ^owever, 
until  this  disease  is  completely  eradicated  the  risk  of  human  infection 
remains  particularly  for  those  whose  work  brings  them  into  close  contact 
with  cattle  and  for  those  who  drink  untreated  milk  from  infected  cattle. 
Pasteurisation  of  milk  is  an  effective  method  of  killing  the  brucella 
organisms  and  other  organisms  such  as  salmonellae  which  cause  disease 
in  both  cattle  and  man.

Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  as  compared  with  2 in  1970 
and  none  in  1969.  1 male  non  pulmonary  and  1 female  pulmonary.  No  cases 

were  removed  from  the  register.  No  deaths  were  caused  by  tuberculosis. 


The  fact  that  cases  of  tuberculosis  continue  to  be  notified 
illustrates  that  this  disease  which  was  such  a scourge  in  the  past  is 
still  with  us  and  continued  vigilance  is  essential.

The  numbers  of  children  completing  primary  courses  of  immunisation 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  are 
highly  satisfactory  and  this  ensures  a degree  of  immunity  in  the  child 
population  which  will  ensure  that  no  outbreaks  of  these  diseases  occur. 
The  number  who  received  vaccination  against  Eaallpox  was  much  fewer. 
Routine  vaccination  of  infants  against  smallpox  is  no  longer  considered 
necessary  because  of  the  declining  world  incidence  of  the  disease. 
Smallpox  is  still  present  in  certain  countries  in  Asia  and  South  America 
and  the  eradication  of  the  disease  in  Asia  received  a major  setback 
with  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Bangladesh.  Vaccination  of  health  staff 
and  travellers  to  endemic  areas  is  still  necessary. 

The  number  of  children  receiving  protection  against  measles 
is  sadly  too  low  and  outbreaks  of  the  disease  will  continue  while  a 
large  proportion  of  children  remain  susceptible,  to  infection.  Measles 
is  now  the  most  serious  of  the  common  childhood  diseases  and  causes 
much  misery.  More  serious  than  the  misery  are  the  complications 
such  as  pneumonia,  ear  infection  and  encephalitis  (inflammation  of 
the  brain)  which  can  occur  as  a result  of  measles.  It  is  no  longer 
necessary  for  any  child  to  be  exposed  to  the  risk  of  these  complications 
when  a highly  effective  vaccine  is  available. 

The  response  to  the  offer  of  rubella' vaccine  to  girls  of 
secondary  school  age  has  been  very  encouraging  and  with  increasing 
supplies  of  vaccine  which  became  available  during  1971  , it  is  now 
possible  to  offer  vaccination  to  girls  in  their' first  year  at 
secondary  school.  A national  survey  is  in  progress  to  assess  the 
effectiveness  of  the  vaccination  programme  in  reducing  the  congenital 
abnormalities  which  result  from  infection  with  rubella  during  early 
pregnancy.  It  will  of  course  be  very  many  years  before  the  results 
are  known •

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


Housing 

Forty  pre-war  dwellings  and  460  post-war  dwellings  have  been  built 
by  the  Council,  making  a total  of  500  dwellings.  This  figure  includes 
15  two  bedroom  bungalows  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.  There  were 
no  further  Council  dwellings  in  course  of  construction  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

12  privately  owned  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  since  1970, 
a decrease  of  4 on  the  previous  year. 

Regular  inspections  of  Council  houses  were  carried  out,  and  with 
very  few  exceptions,  they  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

20  discretionary  grant  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year. 

Since  the  Housing  Acts,  1949  - 1954  introduced  the  scheme  310  houses 
have  been  improved  at  a cost  to  the  Council  of  approximately  £109^105.00 

During  the  year  16  standard  grant  schemes  were  completed.  Since 
the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 » introduced  the  system  to 
supplement  the  discretionary  grant  scheme,  109  houses  have  been 
improved,  at  a cost  to  the  Council  of  approximately  £19 j 730.00 

Schools 

Inspections  of  the  schools  in  the  district  revealed  that  they  were 
being  well  maintained. 

Construction  of  the  new  primary  school  at  Llandyrnog  was  completed 
during  the  year.  The  new  school  has  been  occupied,  and  has  replaced 
the  existing  primary  school. 

The  total  number  of  schools  in  the  district  remains  at  17 • 

School  Canteens. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  in  all  the  school  canteens 
was  found  to  be  generally  high.  The  canteen  at  the  former  primary  school 
at  Llandyrnog  has  been  replaced  by  a new  canteen  in  the  new  primary  school 
which  was  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.  The  new  canteen  is  very 
satisfactory. 

There  are  17  school  canteens  in  the  district,  and  of  these,  there 
are  only  two  which  are  not  of  good  structural  standard  and  design.  These 
are  situated  at  Gr&ianrhyd  and  Derwen.  At  both  these  canteens  the  number 
of  persons  catered  for  is  small,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  comply  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

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The  food  premises  in  the  area  are  mainly  family  concerns  and  only 
a few  employ  assistants.  Regular  inspections  indicated  that  conditions 
were  generally  satisfactory  as  regards  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  and  no  statutory  action  was  found  necessary.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table,  42  samples  of  milk  and  10  samples 
of  other  food  etc.  taken  in  the  Ruthin  Rural  District  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1971*  Four 
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samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain  extraneous  water  and  one  sample 
was  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  43.3 %•  The  producers  concerned 
were  prosecuted  and  convicted.  A further  sample  of  milk  which  was 
slightly  deficient  in  fat  resulted  in  the  producer  concerned  being 
cautioned.  Twenty  one  samples  were  tested  for  the  presence  of 
antibiotics  with  a negative  result  in  each  case.  All  samples  were 
certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  being  genuine  and  free  from  all 
prohibited  preservatives  and  colouring  matter.

There  are  no  poultry  processing,  premises  within  the  district. 

Mi] k Supplies o . 

The  samp]  ing  of  milk  supplies  forms  part  of  the  functions  of  the 
Denbighshire  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  & Drugs  Authority  for  the  area. 

When  required,  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspector's  co-operate 
with  the  County  Public  Health  Officer  in  procuring  samples  of  milk  from 
tie  various  milk  retailers  throughout  the  district.

SEWERAGE  .,ND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  following  report  is  submitted  by  Mr.  Rogers,  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

1.  NEW  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES. 


(a)  Pwllglas  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes 

The  Contractor  commenced  work  on  this  scheme  in  mid-November. 

Bad  ground  was  encountered  on  the  site  of  the  works,  which  delayed 
progress  initially. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  whole  scheme  will  be  completed  and  the  new 
disposal  plant  in  operation  by  November,  1972. 

(b)  Rhewl  and  Gellifor  Extensions. 

Work  on  this  scheme  commenced  in  May,  but  progress  has  been  rather 
slow.  The  contract  is  now  behind  schedule  and  it  appears  that  the 
contract  period  may  well  expire  before  the  scheme  is  substantially 
complete. 

(c ) Llanfair  D.C.,  Sewage  Works  Extension. 

The  commencement  date  for  this  scheme  was  1st  June,  1971?  but  the 
contractor  did  not  enter  the  site  until  several  months  later.  This 
scheme  is  therefore  well  behind  schedule,  .and  may  well  extend  beyond 
the  contract  period. 

(d)  Taf arn-y-Gelyn , Maeshafn,  Loggerheads  etc.,  Beverage  Scheme. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Consulting  Engineers  will  be  in  a 
position  to  invite  tenders  around  March,  1972,  for  this  major  sewerage 
scheme . 

(e)  Llandyrnog  Sewage  Works  .Extension  (including  the  sewering  of 
Pentre  and  Llanrhaeadr. 

Difficulties  have  arisen  regarding  the  aquisition  of  the  necessary 
land  to  enable  the  extensions  to  be  carried  out,  and  the  Council  have 
been  compelled  to  apply  for  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order.  This  will 
inevitably  delay  the  start  of  this  major  scheme  to  relieve  the  over- 
loading of  the  present  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

( f ) Llanelidan  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

Drawings  and  contract  documents  in  connection  with  this  scheme  are 
in  course  of  preparation.  It  is  hoped  to  go  to  tender  early  in  the  new 
financial  year,  when  the  necessary  allocation  of  funds  will  be  available 

(g)  Derwen  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme . 

(h)  Nantglyn  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

Both  of  these  schemes  are  programmed  for  the  financial  year  19 73/7^ 
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2.  GENERAL 

General  Improvements  are  continually  being  carried  out  to  many  of 
the  Council’s  small  existing  sewage  works,  and  the  quality  of  the  effluents 
has  in  turn,  improved  considerably.  Gome  lengths  of  defective  and 
troublesome  sewers  have  been  re-laid. 

When  the  sewerage  schemes  referred  to  above  are  completed,  the  Rural 
District  will  be  very  well  served  with  Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Thirty  eight  conversions  from  privies  and  pail  closets  to  water 
closets  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  has  a rodent  control  service  in  operation  and  employs 
a part-time  Rodent  Operator,  who  carries  out  the  practical  work  of 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice,  under  the  supervision  of  the  ^ublic  Health 
Inspector. 

As  a general  rule  a charge  is  made  for  this  service  in  respect  of 

treatments  of  business  premises.  Private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
charge. 

Caravan  Sites. 

The-- various  caravan  sites  were  inspected  as  frequently  as  possible-,---  - 

and  were  generally  found. to  be  satisfactorily  maintained. 

Following  approval  of  applications  by  the  Denbighshire  County 
Planning  Authority,  two  licences  were  amended  during  the  year,  to  allow 
for  the  siting  of  additional  caravans. 

Refuse  Collection. 


The  following  report  is  submitted  by  Mr.  Rogers,  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  collection  of  refuse  in  the  District  is  undertaken  mainly  on 
a fortnightly  basis,  except  for  a few  commercial  premises,  where  a 
weekly  collection  takes  place,  three  refuse  vehicles;  each  with  a 
crew  of  two  ..operatives , are  employed  on  this  work  . 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Byelaws  or  Regulations 

There  are  no  premises  within  the  district  in  which  rag  is 
manufactured,  used  or  sold.  • - 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

One  complaint  was  received  regarding  the  pollution  of  a stream, 
which  was  due  to  farm  effluent  discharging  to  the  stream  down  a steeply 
sloping  embankment.  Following  investigation  the  farm  owner  was  advised  to 
carry  out  certain  works  to  divert  the  flow  of  effluent,  and  following 
completion  of  the  work  the  discharge  ceased.  The  matter  was  also  reported 
to  the  River  Board,  in  order  that  they  could  check  the  discharge  and  ensure 
that  the  pollution  had  been  cleared  up.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  carries  out  bacteriological 
examinations  of  water,  food,  etc.  to  detect  any  contamination.  Milk  is 
also  examined  bacteriologically  and  biologically  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella  abortus. 

Examination  of  throat  swabs,  blood,  faeces  etc.  are  carried  out  to 
detect  the  presence  of  bacteria  and  viruses  at  Conway  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  specimens  have  also  been  accepted  at  Rhyl  Hospital 
laboratory.

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The  Ruthin  Family  Planning  Clinic  continues  to  hold  one  morning  and 
one  evening  session  per  month. 

The  total  number  of  members  has  risen  to  136  making  4l  additional 
members  in  1971,  29  of  whom  were  new  members  to  the  Family  Planning  Assoc. 
Of  the  4l,  5 were  officially  referred,  l6  were  recommended  by  a friend 
or  another  member,  5 by  the  Family  Doctor,  9 were  transferred  from  other 
Clinics  and  6 from  advertising. 

The  majority,  namely  30  were  in  the  age  group  20/29  years,  7.  were 
over  34  years,  3 were  30/34  years  and  1 younger  than  20  years.
